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Public alert after 
toxic fumes leak

TOXIC fumes were released into 
the air by a chemical spillage, 
which prompted warnings to 
nearby residents to remain 
indoors. 

A tonne of aluminium chloride 
powder spilled out of a tanker on the 
premises of International Flavours 
and Fragrances (IFF) in Duddery 
Hill, Haverhill, shortly before 1pm 
on Monday, and hazardous fumes 
were released after the substance 
reacted with the wind and rain. 

Fire crews dressed in chemical 
protection suits and breathing apparatus 
were called to the scene. They covered the 
powder, which can irritate the respiratory 
system, eyes and skin, and prepared drums 
to contain the chemical. An exclusion zone 
around the spill was created. 

Those living in the Chalkstone Estate, 
Roman Way and the Wilsey Estate were 
urged to stay indoors and to keep their 
doors and windows closed until further 
notice, and some schools were asked to 
keep children inside. 

Andrew Allen, 57, of Eden Road, 
Haverhill, who works for BFS Pressroom 
Solutions in Falconer Road, was sent home 
from work at around 3.20pm. He said: “It’s

A DRIVE-through

Police call sparks 
mum’s outburst 

Teenager told to apologise after prank with friend’s bike 


A TEENAGER who took the dust 
cap off a friend’s bike and threw 
it in a ditch has been told he 
needs to write a letter of apology 
- or he faces a criminal record. 

Daniel Findon said he committed the 
“childish prank” in Vetch Walk, Haverhill, 
because he thought it would be funny. 

The 15-year-old pupil at Castle Manor 
Business and Enterprise College in 
Haverhill, said: “1 wasn’t bullying him. 1 
thought it would be a laugh. We are 
friends again now.” 

He thought no more about it until the 
police turned up on his doorstep. 

Debbie Chamberlain, his outraged 
mother, said her reaction was “utter 
shock and disbelief.” 

She explained: “It is laughable that the 
police would come out over something 
as small as a dust cap. They gave us 
seven days to replace it and write a letter 
of apology, otherwise they would arrest 
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him and he would get a police record. 

“1 kept calm for my son’s sake, but 1 
was fuming. It unbelievable for the 
police to take this very petty and so- 
called crime to the extreme of coming 
out to investigate, when there is real 
serious crime going on like rape, robbery 
and car crime.” 

The mother-of-three, of Vetch Walk, 
Haverhill, said she wished the incident 
had not been reported to police. Daniel 
has now replaced the £4.50 dust cap and 
written the letter of apology. 

A spokesman for Suffolk police said: 
“We were called to a report of a theft of a 
dust cap from a bicycle being ridden by 
a 12-year-old boy, who was very 
distressed by the incident. 

“Inquiries were carried out and a 15- 
year-old boy from Haverhill has 


accepted a community resolution, the 
terms of which are an apology and 
replacement of the dust cap. 

“Community Resolution provides 
officers with discretion to deal with the 
individual circumstances of each 
offence, and stops people being 
criminalised for low-level offences. 

“In this instance the officer spoke to 
both parties to obtain the facts of the 
incident and used his discretion to 
decide the appropriate outcome.” 

But Mrs Chamberlain believes the 
police should not have been involved. 

She added: “The police should buck 
up their ideas and focus on the real 
criminals out there. 

“What a total waste of their time and 
our taxpayers’ money. The issue could 
have been dealt with if the mother had 
come to me and sorted it out like adults 
- there was no need to involve the 
police.” 


Metal thieves’ huge haul 


THOUSANDS of pounds worth of 
lead was stolen from factory roofs 
during two raids in Haverhill during a 
six-day period. 

Thieves first struck in Rookwood 
Way between 7pm on Wednesday, 
July 13, and 9.45am the following day, 
stealing a large quantity of lead 
flashing from the unit’s roof during 
the night. 

Then in Hollands Road, a similar 
offence took place between 6pm on 
Monday, July 18, and 9am on Tuesday, 
July 19. This time, lead worth around 
£3,000 was stripped away from the 
roofs of six industrial units. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk Police 
urged owners of properties vul¬ 
nerable to metal theft to make their 
buildings and sites safe by using 
CCTV and security lighting, and by 


locking gates and entrances. 

She added: “In some cases several 
thousand pounds worth of metal in 
its various forms has been stolen 
from premises, which takes a 
considerable amount of time to 
remove and a vehicle to transport. 

“Any sightings of persons acting 
suspiciously near building sites or 
any property with lead roofing, or 
cold calling looking for scrap metal 
should be reported to police.”

Rose Bunting, headteacher, said: “We have one 
new classroom and another one was completely 
reorganised, as well as refurbishment of the 
reception and headteacher’s office. 

She added: “It has made a much better 
environment for the school.”

ball with it, it just shows how concerned 
they were about it.” 

Vanessa Blackwell, of Waveney Terrace 
which joins onto Duddery Road, said she 
had seen some people covering their 
mouths around town, but added the mood 
had been calm. 

She said: “It’s difficult for people to 
understand a risk which is why it’s so 
important for services to be out there 
telling people. 

“1 have been really impressed with how 
everybody has communicated with each 
other.” 

Miss Blackwell, who is deputy principal 
at the Castle Partnership, said she had left 
the secondary school at about 3.50pm in 
search of more information and spoke to a 
policeman who was knocking door to door 
advising people to stay inside. A 
policewoman visited the school at about 
4pm. 

Miss Blackwell said: “We had to make 
sure the children were safe. Our priority is 
to make sure the children are safe and that 
we follow instructions.” 

At 4.30pm, Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service (SFRS) reported pupils were leaving 
school, and that the incident was stable. 

Shortly after 5pm, a spokesman for 
Suffolk County Council said the spillage 
had been contained, SFRS firefighters, IFF 
firefighters and other agencies remained at 
the scene, and clear-up efforts were 
scheduled for later that evening. 

He said exclusion zones had been lifted 
and a message passed to all schools 
informing them that the situation had 
been stabilised and they were free to allow 
children to leave. 

It is not thought anybody has been 
affected by the incident.

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SOLDIER Mike Jeffs put 
on a Spiderman cos¬ 
tume and scaled a Spa¬ 
nish mountain to raise 
cash for the Help the 
Heroes charity.

THE successor to a 
controversial council 
chief will still be paid 
more than the Prime 
Minister, it has emer- 
ged. 

Andrea Hill quit her job 
with Suffolk County Council, 
after she refused to reduce 
her £218,000-a-year salary. 

And now council chiefs are 
recruiting a replacement 
chief executive and are 
offering a basic annual salary 
of £160,000 - plus generous 
bonuses. 

Angry councillors and 
opponents have responded to 
the news by demanding a 
'”re-think”' - calling the 
wages on offer a '"massive 
error’”. 

The authority’s move goes 
against orders from local 
government and com¬ 
munities secretary Eric 
Pickles to make all council 
salaries less than the £142,500 
paid to PM David Cameron. 

Kathy Pollard, Lib Dem 
councillor and leader of the 
opposition in Suffolk County 
Council, said: ”’1 cannot see 
why we should pay more than 
the salary of the Prime 
Minister. 

”’1 really hope there is a re¬ 
think and we should look to 
settle on a lower figure than 
this.’’ 

Meanwhile Dr Daniel 
Poulter, Central Suffolk and 
North Ipswich MP, has 
demanded that council 
leader Mark Bee lower the job

salary. He said: ’’’If they are 
looking at £160,000, I think it 
would be a massive error for 
the county council, which has 
got a lot of goodwill for the 
changes that have come in.” 

Hill, 47, was sent on 
extended leave from her job 
at Easter after a whistle¬ 
blower made a damning 
complaint to councillors. 

The married mum of three 
had previously attracted 
criticism for refusing calls 
from the Government to cut 
her salary while slashing 
other jobs and council 
services. 

Hill was also blasted for her 
extravagant spending, in¬ 
cluding £1,800 hotel bills, 
£12,000 on a management 
guru and £1,474 on photo¬ 
graphs of herself. 

She quit her post earlier 
this month after an inquiry by 
the Dismissals and Appeals 
Committee into her ’’’dom¬ 
ineering management style”. 

The inquiry claimed Hill’s 
wages and use of council cash 
’’’might not represent best 
use of public money”' but 
found no evidence of 
dishonesty. 

She stepped down from her 
post and was handed a year’s 
wage in compensation. 

The county council’s 
appointments board will 
finalise a salary band for the 
new chief executive next 
week.

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Old faded photo helps mum 
to find her long-lost father

S LIGHTLY 
crumpled, the 
photograph 
shows a tall, 40- 
something Jamaican 
man lounging 
casually on a bed in 
drainpipe trousers. 


For Kelly-Ann Oakman, 
the photograph is 
significant in more ways 
than one: it was the final 
birthday present she ever 
received from her father, 
the last time she saw him, 
in 1992. And it was the 
single piece of evidence 
that helped her solve the 
19-year puzzle of his 
disappearance. 

Two weeks after her 12th 
birthday, the photo tucked 
safely in a drawer at home, 
Kelly’s grandmother called 
the house where she lived 
with her mother in Potters 
Bar. The arrangements had 
all been made: Kelly would 
meet her dad, like she 
always did, at her nan’s 
home down the road at 
10am on Saturday, and 
they would spend the day 
together. 

By noon, he hadn’t 
arrived. She sat, staring out 
of the window down the 
street, while her 
grandmother Edna looked 
on anxiously from the 
doorway. They called his 
home, but there was no 
answer. 

When night fell and 
Kelly was stiU looking 
through the window, her 
grandmother touched her

on the shoulder: it was 
clear he wasn’t coming. 
John White, wherever he 
was, had disappeared 
without a trace. 

Not that it’s easy to trace 
someone when you’re a 
12-year-old schoolgirl, says 
Kelly, now a SO-year-old, 
happily married mum-of- 


two living in Royston. 

So what do you do when 
your father goes missing? 

“You ask your mum, 
right?” reasons Kelly But 
whatever happened 
between her father and her 
mother is something Kelly 
has never been able to find 
out. After Kelly left home. 


she and her mother 
stopped speaking, despite 
living only a few streets 
apart. 

Life wasn’t always easy. 
The family moved from 
Potters Bar to Royston in 
1994, and a few years later, 
aged 18, Kelly fell pregnant 
with her daughter.

Georgina, now 12, who is 
quietly doing her 
homework in the corner of 
their cosy living room. 
Sadly, the relationship with 
Georgina’s father didn’t 
work out, and then 
Georgina was diagnosed 
with hereditary Hyper 
Mobility Syndrome, which 
requires regular 
physiotherapy. 

The condition was 
entirely absent from her 
mother’s side of the family, 
so the answer had to lie 
with her father. And 
suddenly 19 years of 
unanswered questions 
flooded back, prompting 
Kelly to start her search 
again. 

“It was a difficult 
decision,” she says slowly 
“It has always eaten me up, 
not knowing, and it had a 
lot to do witih my 
depression when 1 was 
younger. 1 was abandoned 
by this man. 

“But after 1 had Tyla 
[Kelly’s son with her 
husband Glive Manning, 
an old friend from her 
Meridian School days, who 
she married in 2009], 1 
knew he might also be 
affected by the condition, 
and 1 felt 1 owed it to my 
children to track him 
down.” 

But where do you start 
when the trail went cold as 
soon as it began? After 
several false starts with the 
lamaican Embassy, Kelly 
placed an advert into 
several newspapers across 
London last month. Not 
long afterwards, the phone 
rang. 

“When the phone call 
came 1 was here at home 
just doing everyday 
things,” she continues, as 
14-month-old Tyla toddles 
onto her lap. “Georgina 
hadn’t even come home 
from school. And then the 
whole world totally 
changed.” 

A private detective, Andy 
Philippou, had been so 
moved by her tale he was 
offering to find her father 
for free. 

Weeks later, he rang 
again. With nothing more 
to go on than the 


photograph, John’s name 
and the fact he had worked 
at the Ford motor plant in 
Dagenham in the 1980s, he 
had managed to find 
details of an older brother, 
Ron, still registered as 
living in John’s old 
neighbourhood of Palmer’s 
Green, London. 

Hands quivering at the 
memory, Kelly says: “1 was 
shaking like a leaf when he 
told me. But 1 wanted to 
act straight away. 1 jumped 
in the car and got to their 
house in 45 minutes. Then 
1 knocked on their door.” 

She needn’t have been 
nervous. Her uncle’s wife, 
Isolyn White, opened the 
door and, though shocked, 
she “practically fell into her 
arms.” 

Ron had died 12 years 
earlier, but Isolyn knew all 
about her. In fact, the 
whole family knew about 
her, and they had a photo 
of her in her school 
uniform to prove it. 

Answers, when they 
come, always seem 
simpler than they should 
be. In less than five 
minutes, this woman had 
solved the puzzle that had 
haunted Kelly for decades. 

Her father was alive, 71- 
years-old and living in 
Jamaica. 

Touching Kelly on the 
arm, Isolyn asked: “Would 
you like to get in touch?” 
Kelly with her heart in her 
mouth dialled a number 
and, 4,000 miles away in 
the Poms area of Jamaica, 
a phone started to ring. 

“Is that John?” she asked 
tentatively. “It’s Kelly.” 

What followed was an 
outpouring of 20 years’ 
worth of emotion and an 
elderly man crying quietly 
as he had his first 
conversation in almost two 
decades with his only 
child. 

As ever, there are two 
sides to each story For his 
part, says Kelly, John 
claims to have received a 
phone call, all those years 
ago, from someone else in 
the family, telling him Kelly 
and her mother had 
moved house, and that his 
daughter never wanted to 


see him again. That, he 
told Kelly, is the reason he 
left his daughter without a 
word. Two years later, he 
moved back to Jamaica. 

“1 felt so bad for my dad 
because he had been 
carrying that around with 
him, thinking that his only 
child didn’t want anything 
to do with him,” says Kelly 
“‘It wasn’t tme’, 1 told him. 1 
said: ‘We didn’t move until 
J994; 1 have always wanted 
to know you’.” 

The truth about that 
phone call seems destined 
to remain a mystery; it 
would involve opening up 
too many old family 
wounds and, wisely, Kelly 
has chosen to let the past 
lie. This, she says, is a time 
for new beginnings, not 
old gmdges. 

Across the ocean now 
lies a second family dying 
to meet her, and a chance 
to discover her Jamaican 
heritage and relatives. 

“There are questions 
that 1 want answered but 1 
don’t think I’m going to get 
the whole truth now and 1 
should just be grateful that 
1 found him in time,” says 
Kelly. 

“1 can barely even 
remember the day when 
he never turned up; it’s just 
too painful. But now to 
hear that this whole 
different family love me 
and know all about me - 
that is all 1 ever wanted. 1 
don’t need to dig up the 
past any more. 

“1 can’t believe 1 held 
onto this for 20 years,” she 
adds, staring at that 
creased, slightly faded 
photograph of her father. “1 
can't bear to think what 
might have happened if 1 
had lost it; 1 don't think 
we’d be in touch today.” 

A few weeks ago, Kelly 
sent John a Father’s Day 
card. “1 hadn’t written one 
for 20 years,” she says, “and 
1 didn’t know whether to 
call him ‘dad’. In the end it 
just came out and it felt 
good. 

“1 feel my shoulders 
aren’t so heavy. I’m finding 
myself again - in bits and 
pieces.”

Epic bike ride in 
memery ef mum

A SON is ready to embark 
on a gruelling 100-mile 
bike ride to raise money in 
memory of his late mother. 

Nigel Swan, of Dunster Drive, 
Haverhill, will be heading down 
to the New Forest for a scenic, 
but hugely-demanding cycle 
event on Sunday in aid of 
Dementia UK. 

Last December, the 51-year- 
old lost mum Doreen to the 
illness and it took a heavy toll 
on Nigel, as well as his brother 
Andrew and dad Peter. 

Nigel, a coach driver for 
National Express, said: “Mum 
had been suffering from a 
particularly aggressive form of 
dementia for a couple of years 
before she died. She was 71. 

“It took its toll on the family, 
as we are very close-knit. 

“We only got to know the 
charity when it was already too 
late for mum, but they were a 
great help and I know they can 
help others with this 
unforgiving disease and help 
their families deal with the 
trauma.” 

The epic three-part challenge 
will start from in the New Forest 
National Park before sweeping 
south through picturesque 
villages and stopping in 
Lymington, where participants 
will board a ferry across the 
Solent. 

Arriving on the Isle of Wight, 
riders will then circle the island, 
then return to the mainland to 
complete a short ride back 
through the forest to the finish. 

Nigel added: “I have been a

Police ‘disappointed’ by rise in 
number of drink-drivers caught 


MORE drivers in Suffolk 
are risking their lives - 
and those of others - by 
driving under the 
influence of drink or 
drugs. 

The results of Suffolk 
Police’s summer drink- 
and drug-drive enforce¬ 
ment campaign for june 
2011 was a “disap¬ 
pointing” rise of 13.3 per 
cent compared to the 
figures from the same 
campaign in 2010. 

The month-long cam¬ 
paign began on lune 1 
and saw officers across 
Suffolk conduct 507 
breath tests. Of those 
tests. 111 were positive, 
which equates to 21.9 
per cent. 

This compares to the 
results from lune 2010, 
where officers con¬ 


ducted 711 breath tests - 
61 (8.6 per cent) of 
which were positive. 

Of the 507 tests that 
were recorded, 114 were 
conducted on those 
aged 25 years and under, 
with 21 of these being 
positive, the equivalent 
of 18 per cent. Of the 393 
tests conducted on those 
over 25, 90 were positive 
(23 per cent). 

There were 211 tests 
routinely conducted on 
each party involved in 
road traffic collisions, 
with 41 drivers over the 
limit. That is equal to 19 
per cent. 

Of the 111 failed tests, 
60 were carried out on 
Saturday and Sundays, 
with 47 of them taking 
place in the morning. 

Inspector Bruce Gent 


of the road policing unit 
said: “These figures are 
very disappointing. Over 
a fifth of people tested 
have failed to act with 
consideration or 
acknowledge the greatly- 
increased risks they face 
by drink-driving and this 
is unacceptable. 

“Those offending 
need to realise that they 
not just putting 
themselves at risk, but 
other innocent road 
users as well. This is a 
very serious issue and 
can have severe 
consequences. 

“Motorists must also 
be aware of how long 
alcohol can remain in 
your system. This year’s 
figures show that a 
number of people have 
been caught on Saturday 


and Sunday mornings, 
which suggests drivers 
are getting behind the 
wheel having been 
drinking the night 
before. Even if you feel 
fine the next morning, 
you must recognise that 
you may still be over the 
limit and you should not 
drive.” 

“Drink- or drug¬ 
driving is one of the fatal 
four driving offences 
and will not be tolerated 
by Suffolk Police. This 
remains a priority and 
we will continue to do 
checks throughout the 
year.” 

Anyone who suspects 
someone of drink-driving 
is asked to report them 
immediately to the police 
or Crimestoppers on 0800

Back to age 
of innocence

F or a man who 

distinguished himself 
in so many areas of 
life, it is perhaps ironie 
that, in Eden End - a 
major revival of whieh 
eomes to Cambridge Arts 
Theatre this week - JB 
Priestley ehose to write 
about the one thing he 
eould never hope to fully 
understand: unfulfilled 
ambition. 

Bom into modest means in 
Bradford in 1894, John Boynton 
Priestley - known to all as Jaek - 
may have appeared, in the words 
of one eontemporary eritie, 
“pudgy and slow spoken”, but he 
possessed a razor-sharp mind 
that allowed him to transeend his 
humble beginnings as a junior 
elerk in a wool ofifiee to enjoy 
huge sueeess as a playwright, 
novelist, eritie, soeial 
eommentator and broadeaster. 
Eden End has mueh in eommon 
with Priestley’s most eelebrated 
play. An Inspector Calls, whieh

is also making a return to 
Cambridge later this year. Both 
find the author easting baek to 
an Edwardian age of innoeenee 
and exploring the fault-lines 
mnning through the lives of 
respeetable middle elass 
families. In Eden End, those 
eraeks are exposed by the return 
of Stella Kirby (Charlotte 
Emmerson), the prodigal 
daughter who, eight years after 
mnning away to be an aetress, 
unexpeetedly washes up baek at 
the family home, burdened with 
disappointment and broken 
dreams, and hoping to find 
eomfort in the familiar 
surroundings of her ehildhood. 

English Touring Theatre’s 
produetion - whieh also stars 
Jonathan Firth, brother of Colin 
- is the first major revival of 
Eden End in a deeade, and 
reeeived very positive reviews 
when it premiered in 
Northampton in early June. 

At the start of this month, the 
play enjoyed a run in Riehmond, 


where the opening night 
audienee ineluded one Tom 
Priestley, the only son among JB 
Priestley’s five ehildren, who 
now aets a gatekeeper for his 
father’s legaey and is president 
of the JB Priestley Soeiety. 

When I eaught up with him a 
few days earlier, I asked him if 
he reeognises anything of his 
own family in the Kirbys. 

“Definitely not,” he says. “My 
father was rather partieularly not 
an autobiographieal writer: other 
writers just reeyele their lives, 
sometimes very effeetively, but 
he had a very a different way of 
working.” 

And yet it’s elear that 
something kept drawing 
Priestley baek to his own past: to 
those mueh eulogised summer 
days before the baek of Europe 
was broken by the First World 
War. 

“He onee said that if he wrote 
a eontemporary pieee, it was 
very diffieult not to make it 
journalistie,” says Tom, who will 
turn 80 next year. “But it’s true 
that for him, pre-1914 was his 
youth, whieh in a sense was 


destroyed by his experienees in 
the trenehes in Franee. So he had 
a kind of affeetion for that 
partieular period. And of eourse, 
there’s the irony that we know 
now, with hindsight, that [the 
Kirbys’] whole world was going 
to be destroyed by the First 
World War, and the younger son, 
Wilfred, would very likely have 
been killed.” 

In 1919, Priestley reeeived an 
ex-offieer’s grant to study at 
Cambridge and spent three years 
reading modem history and 
politieal seienee at Trinity Hall. It 


was not, says Tom, an entirely 
happy experienee. 

“I think he found it diffieult; 
he felt very mueh an outsider. In 
those days it was a mueh more 
upper elass thing, going to 
Cambridge, and they obviously 
slightly looked down on him as a 
rough northerner. And of eourse 
he was 25 - a lot of them would 
have been eoming in straight 
from publie sehool at 18, with no 
experienee of life at all.” 

Perhaps Priestley’s most 
influential eontribution to the rise 
of the workers’ movement 


between the wars was his seminal 
1934 book English Journey, in 
whieh he reeounted his travels 
around the eountry the previous 
year, highlighting the lives of 
quiet desperation being led by 
millions of ordinary people in 
ports, shipyards and faetory 
towns left devastated by the 
Depression. What does Tom 
think he would he make of the 
Britain of 2011? 

“I think he’d be very sad,” he 
says. “I think plainly a lot is 
wrong: you ean start with the 
whole banking erisis and all of 
that. He always had a low view of 
people who lived purely by 
money - buying stoeks and 
shares, or borrowing money from 
banks to buy up eompanies and 
then stripping their assets. Are 
they aetually ereating anything, 
or are they just using them to 
make money? These are the 
things he’d seen in his lifetime; 
ean we say they’ve got any 
better?” 

JB Priestley died in August 
1984, shortly before his 90th 
birthday. For a time, his plays fell 
out of favour, until Stephen 
Daldry reseued An Inspector 
Calls from its quiet dotage as a 
staple of the village am-dram 
eireuit with his eleetrifying 1992 
National Theatre revival. One of 
the most garlanded theatrieal 
produetions of all time, it is this 
version whieh eontinues to play 
to paeked houses up and down 
the eountry, leading the way for 
high profile revivals of Time and 
the Conways and now Eden End, 
among others. 

In faet, for all his sueeesses, it 
feels like it’s taken the best part 
of a eentury for JB Priestley to 
beeome the one thing you eould 
never have aeeused him of being 
before - fashionable.

ALMOST 10 years after the release 
ot Harry Potter And The 
Philosopher’s Stone, the most 
successful film franchise in history 
reaches its spectacular conclusion. 
In Harry Potter And The Deathly 
Hallows: Part 2, The final chapter 
rests heavily on the shoulders of 
Radcliffe and while he has improved 
as an actor, he doesn’t possess the 
range to provide a strong emotional 
connection to Harry’s grief. 
Thankfully, Radcliffe’s woodenness 
cannot wreck one of the film’s best 
scenes - a reunion with long-lost 
friends in The Forbidden Forest. 
Watson and Grint shine in their few 
scenes including that long-awaited 
kiss, and both sob convincingly as 
their teenage wizards come to terms 
with the enormity of their loss. 

It may not be the best film of the 
series - that honour still belongs to 
Alfonso Cuaron’s stunning 
interpretation oi Harry Potter And 
The Prisoner Of Azkaban, which 
plumbed the dark, foreboding 
undercurrents of JK Rowling’s 
writing with flair. 

However, Deathly Hallows: Part 2 


brings down the curtain in style. 
The film opens with Voldemort 
(Ralph Fiennes) stealing the 
powerful Elder Wand from 
Dumbledore’s grave, which he will 
use to slay Harry. 

Dastardly acolytes Bellatrix 
Lestrange (Helena Bonham Carter) 
and Lucius Malfoy (Jason Isaacs) 
press forward with their diabolical 
plans, while Severus Snape (Alan 
Rickman) fills the vacant post of 
headmaster at Hogwarts. 
Elsewhere, Harry, Ron and 
Hermione continue their mission to 
track down the final Horcruxes, 
which contain fragments of 
Voldemort’s blackened soul. 

The quest leads to Hogwarts where 


fellow students Neville Longbottom 
(Matthew Lewis), Luna Lovegood 
(Evanna Lynch) and Ginny Weasley 
(Bonnie Wright) are ready to lay 
down their lives to protect Harry 
from Death Eaters. 

It builds relentlessly to the final battle 
at Hogwarts, which is brilliantly 
realised with a seamless conflation 
of live action and dazzling digital 
trickery. 

An attempted break-in at Gringotts 
Wizarding Bank introduces the blind 
dragon which guards the Lestrange 
Vault and the search for Rowena 
Ravenclaw’s lost diadem in the 
Room of Requirement is similarly 
thrilling. There will be few dry eyes 
when the credits roll.

W E’VE come a long 

way since the days of 
sky blue fences and 
decking, the must-haves in any 
makeover project during the 
BBC’s Ground Force days. 

There won’t be a blue fence in sight 
now that Chelsea award-winning 
garden designer David Domoney 
presents Garden ER, an eight-part 
garden makeover series that began last 
week on Channel 5, assisted by co-host 
Bonnie Davies. 

''Ground Force had a very distinctive 
style of garden. Everybody had blue 
fence panels and decking. I’ve 
endeavoured to create every garden so 
differently that you wouldn’t know it’s 
the same designer who’s done all of 
them. 

“I’ve put attitude into the gardens. 
Everything has a personality, matching 
who the homeowner is.” 

Each programme features a 
makeover of an average-sized garden in 
a new housing development in the 
Midlands, with plenty of suggestions 
on how to achieve garden glory on a 
budget. 


Quirky additions include palm trees 
the height of the first floor, 
flamethrowers have been used on 
decking to carbonise the surface, while 
strategically placed mirrors reflect light 
and space. 

The presenters will also be touring 
celebrity gardens, righting some of the 
worst gardening gaffes and ‘pimping’ 
up some garden sheds. 

“Most gaffes involve just planting in 
ones and twos,” Domoney explains. “If 
you want to do a Chelsea-style garden 
and you are planting bulbs, you plant in 
hundreds or in tens. The secret is that 
bold is beautiful.” 

Some people buy a series of different 
small plants when it would be best to 


invest in one significant specimen, he 
adds. 

“I don’t think there’s anything wrong 
in spending £500 or £1,000 on a single 
tree. If we do a garden for about 
£3,000, £1,000 might have been spent 
on a big tree. 

“Rather than go in for the smaller 
stuff, think about putting aside £200 for 
a decent tree and I promise you that 
will make a fantastic difference,” he 
enthuses. 

People often don’t get a balance 
between proportion and scale, he adds. 

“They’ll go out and find a little water 
feature and put it in the centre of a huge 
lawn. The secret is to buy in proportion 
of the space and try and find something 


that’s fitting.” 

Another big mistake people make is 
not investing wisely in stylish garden 
furniture, he observes. 

“If you have friends or relatives 
round for a barbecue, what comes out? 
Low-backed, white resin chairs which 
are looking stained. 

“Kitting people out with decent 
garden furniture is not expensive now. I 
walked into a B&Q and saw a full 
mosaic garden set for about £180. Why 
is everybody still using cheap plastic?” 

Planting at the wrong time can also 
lead to struggling plants and water- 
hungry turf. 

“People lay a lawn in the middle of 
summer, spray it lightly and then leave 


it - and after a few days, part of it’s 
brown.” 

Spring or autumn is the best time to 
lay turf and you need to lay it as soon as 
it’s delivered and keep it well watered 
until it’s established, which could take a 
month or two. 

Seek help if you’re unsure about a 
plant or design idea, he advises. Take 
pictures or cuttings if you want advice 
on design or plant identification and 
take them to your local garden centre 
where staff should be able to help. 

Gardeners on a budget should 
consider the five ‘Fs’ - flooring, 
fencing, features, foliage and flowers - 
he explains. 

“Don’t go for square grey slabs on 
your patio. There are so many different 
shapes, textures and colours on offer. 

“You can enhance fencing, not just 
by using different coloured stains but 
using willow wraps or liquid laminate 
wall art or outdoor mirrors. Treat any 
shed, garage wall, house wall or fence 
panel as you would inside your own 
home. 

“Be bold with features, choosing 
something that fits in with the garden, 
whether it’s water, statues or a gazebo. 

“Foliage is also important. Trying to 
get colour all year round is key. Big is 
good. Buy as big as you can afford or 
buy plants that are fast-growing. 

“Plant perennials such as lavenders 
and other perennials which will come 
back again and again. While they grow, 
use bedding to provide colour in- 
between.”

Chairman’s fear 
as Haverhill face 
‘must-win’ clash 


CLUB chairman Steven Woodley has labelled 
Saturday’s home clash against Coggeshall “a 
must-win game” as Haverhill look to establish 
themselves in the top flight of the Marshall Hatchick 
Two Counties Championship. 

The club goes into the second half of the season 
seventh of the 12 Division One sides, comfortably 
clear of the marooned pair Abberton and Maldon. 

But Woodley is worried that two would become 
three to drop into Division Two if a relegated side 
from the Gibbs Denley East Anglian Premier League 
opted to drop into the Championship.

However, Haverhill will have 
to held a weakened side for the tussle against a team 


they beat earlier in the season. Adam Dellar, who 
has resigned as captain, is on holiday while Simon 
Youngs - who has agreed to lead the side again for 
the rest of the season - and his wicketkeeper son 
Luke, who also opens the batting, are unavailable. 

Coach Chris Silverwood definitely plays and will 
captain, while Woodley’s son Joe is also drafted in. 

Woodley was philosophical regarding Dellar’s 
decision to stand down. “1 think he just wanted a rest 
from the job. He’s only a young lad, he’s had three 
years at it, he also coaches our under-15s and he’s 
got university work to do as well,” he said. 

“It can be quite stressful at times and it’s a lot of 
responsibility on young shoulders.” 

Dellar had piloted the side through their most 
successful spell and into Division One for the first 
time, but Woodley said: “Adam will still play for us, 
but we’re lucky that Simon Youngs has agreed to take 
it back until the end of the season. 

“Overall, I’m happy where we are - two or three 
more wins would see us there.”
